The Higginbotham firm had 
its trouble back in the “Black 
Days” during the Panic of 1907, 
which drove many of the lead­ 
ing firms of the U9A, into ruin. 


Higginbotham, however, weath­ 
ered the storm. The Panic, how-1 
ever, perhaps was no worse than 
the boll weevil pest that almost 
completely swept away the fin­ 
ancial structures of such towns 
as Stephenville, Dublin, De Leon, 
Comanche,
